Soviet Push 
in the 


OVIET troops, in a flare-up in 
S the Kuban, have improved 
their positions during the past 
few days, says Reuter’s Special 
Correspondent in Moscow. German 
counter-attacks are described by 
Red Star as a complete failure. 
The German attacks began on Satur- 
day with one regiment and seven 
tanks, increased later to two batta- 
lions and fifteen tanks. On Sunday 
the attacks were renewed, accom- 
panied by heavy shelling and air 
support, but the Russians stood firm 
and the attackers were rolled back. 
Colonel Vasiliev, Soviet’ Military 
Commentator, disclosed yesterday 
that the Red Army has reached the 
new German defence line between 
seven and twenty-two miles from 
Novorussisk at many IEA. ““8uch 
a strongly fortified line cannot be 
taken straight from the march," he 
points out. ‘Heavy artillery must 
be brought up to clear the way for 
the infantry. This the Red Army is 
now doing. Soviet troops are storm 
ing fiercely defended heights of great 
importance for future operations. 


GERMAN REPORTS 
German radio admitted a Russian 
attack north-east of Sumy, 80 miles 
west of Byelg , in an attempt 
“to straighten out:a salient in their 
positions.’’ Heavy defensive fire, the 
radio claimed, stopped the Soviets 
in front of the Axis lines.—(Reuter.) 
Ludwig Sertorius, German radio 
commentator, referring again to Red

British submarines are making an 
‘‘ end-to-end ’’ sweep of the Medi- 
terranean, a British Admiralty com- 
muniqué stated last might. It 
describes the sinking of an Italian 
destroyer and several supply ships, 
the shelling of a railway line, and 
a penetration into the harbour of 
Porto Torres.
